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In view of applicants' response filed 6/19/03 the following still applies. 

Claims 1,3-6,12 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

1. Reason # 1 of the previous action remain for claims 1, 3-6 as well as new 
20-22 . It is agreed that a mere difference in scope is enough but none is seen 
from a reading of the specification. The sole preparative example that makes 
the dihydrate has ajl the characteristics recited in claims 3-6 as well as in new 
claims 20-22. Specification does not make any distinctions as to difference in 
purity levels. The same compound is being covered regardless what is being 
measured. Thus, reciting additional properties for the same compound where 
no distinction as to purity for example is made in the specification renders the 
difference in scope unclear. 

2. Claim 12 now dependent on new claim 25 is unclear as to intended scope. In 
view of the "comprises" language in 12 it is not clear if only the ketone recited 
is being claimed or mixtures thereof. Clarification is needed. 
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Claims 7-10, 12-16 and 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Main claim 7 no longer recites an organic solvent which is always 
necessary (not optional) in making the dihydrate. Compare with specification 
beginning on p.3 which includes the presence of certain organic solvents as an 
essential step. Thus the process claims lack critical features necessary to 
practice the invention. Note also that the heating step is mandatory (not 
optional) as well as the neutralization with acid as also seen from a reading of 
the specification . Note MPEP 2164.08(c). 

Claim 17 is allowed.
